My Lord^ 

Much of the embarrassment which affected the Commerce 
of the country in the years 1825 and 1836 may be easily traced 
to the absence of any system of Registration for the Acts of 
Public Companies. Your enlightened predecessor^ the Right 
Honourable W. E. Gladstone^ endeavoured to remedy this defect 
by the Act now in operation ; but the experience of the present 
time is conclusive that this falls far short of the security required 
by the Public against the periodical recurrence of such extensive 
evils. 

The present defective state of the Law of Provisional Re- 
gistration, giving no power to the Scrip or Shareholders over 
their own property until complete Registration takes place, calls 
loudly for the correction of the Legislature; for there can be 
no doubt that a large portion of the schemes in the List given 
in the present Work will never go to Parliament, nor complete 
their Registration, and in respect of such the Public are left 

without a remedy.

. The Railway Interest, as set forth in the Table given in this 
work, has been emphatically declared by the leading Journal of 
Europe^ to be the ** expressive record of a fact unparalleled in the 
history of the world ;" and truly it is the record of a larger amount 
of evil or of good, as the public mind may be rightly directed, or 
otherwise, than is to be found in every other branch of our com- 
mercial and manufacturing industry, and will produce corresponding 
results in the circumstances of every class of the community. 

We are no longer at liberty to underrate its importance, for it is 
now demonstrated that, after putting the 643 unfledged schemes out 
of the question, and making every allowance for many others which 
have proved miserable failures, the amount of those on which de- 
posits have been actually paid is still of such a fearful magnitude, as 
clearly to prove that not a small section of society, but the great 
bulk itself, — the tradesman, the manufacturer, the merchant, and 
in fact all classes, must have left their usual avocations, and em- 
barked their capital and their credit in the numerous undertakings 
here set forth. 

The object of the author in the present publication is, not to de- 
preciate the importance or value of an interest of such magnitude, 
but to detect the erroneous principles which have governed it, and, 
by proving the false position in which the public are at the present 
moment placed, to enforce the necessity of retracing their steps, and 



at once applying remedial measures to an evil so enormous in its 
amount, so extensive in its ramifications. 

A succession of good harvests, and the opening up of a new and 
extensive trade in the East, inducing confidence and general pros- 
perity throughout the length and breadth of the land, has, doubtless» 
been the predisposing cause of the late excitement in Railway 
matters ; and, at the present moment, the bare suspicion that an 
importation of food, and the probable demand for money to meet 
our engagements in respect of Foreign Railways, bid fair to drive 
the public into the opposite extreme of a universal panic, which 
woidd produce the certain loss of much valuable property and 
ensure the ruin of thousands of families. 

It shall be the duty of the author, without respect for persons or 
deference for existing interests, to lay the whole subject fully and 
fairly before the public, so that they maybe able, in the exercise of 
a sound discretion, to reject all that is vicious and bad, and continue 
their countenance and support to all that is deserving of the public 
confidence. 

And first, as regards the Lines already constructed and in opera- 
tion. These are in number forty-seven. The amount of capital 
invested in them is £70,446,301, and of this, £47,612,787 has been 
drawn from the pockets of the Shareholders, and £22,833,514 has 
been borrowed of the public on loan notes, debentures, and mort« 
gages. 

Whether Parliament, in granting to Railway Companies the 
power to borrow one-third more than their estimates to complete 
their respective tuidertakings, ever contemplated that this power of 
borrowing would be exercised before or after the original capital 
had been exhausted, does not very clearly appear ; but the account 
to which these Companies have turned the privilege, is evident 
enough from the following extract of a speech made by R. C. 
<Jlyn, Esq., at the General Meeting of the Shareholders, held at the 
Euston Station, on the 7th of August last : — 

" The Chairman, reverting to a previotis question^ remarked^ that 
if the whole of the capital of the Company were paid up^ the present 
receipts would not give a dividend at a higher rate than about 8^ 
per cent, per annum. It was right the public should know that in- 
stead of their being ^ a greedy and grasping * Company, it was only 
through their money arrangements that they were enabled to pay 10 



per cent. ; although there was no doubt that their continued proS' 
perity would place them in a position to keep up that dividend.** 

So, here we have an acknowledgment from the Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the most prosperous and important line in 
the kingdom, that they are indebted for nearly one-sixth of their 
dividend to the facility with which they can borrow from the public 
the actual capital of their concern, instead of drawing it from the 
pockets of their Shareholders. 

Every one must join in the hope expressed by Mr. Glyn, that 
their prosperity may continue and increase ; but if, in times of such 
unparaUeled prosperity as we have had for some years past, this con- 
ce^ has priced, from its legitimate pursuit, that of carrying 
goods and passengers, only 8^ per cent., what are we to expect, if 
this prosperity, instead of increasing, should dimini^h-^if a period of 
depression of trade should take place, or competing lines take away 
a portion of their traffic ? 

Many persons are of opinion that the great capabilities of the 
London and Birmingham have never yet been fully developed; but 
this is a very doubtfrd matter, for another consideration of great 
importance now presents itself to the public in reference to this 
line, which is, its avowed inability to furnish accommodation for the 
coal trade of the midland counties. It is clear that the safety of the 
public, the great investment of capital, and the heavy expenses 
attending a passenger line, are all incompatible with the cheap 
conveyance of either coals or heavy merchandise. A separation, 
therefore, of the two, will give to each additional facilities, and be 
eventually advantageous to both interests. The probability that 
this will be carried out at no very distant date, renders the continu- 
ance of a 10 per cent, dividend at all events very problematical. 

The rise in the rate of interest may, and probably will, relieve 
them of the profit at present derivable from their money transac- 
tions, and render it necessary to call in the remaining unpaid capital 
from their Shareholders 2 but whether it does or not, it is clearly 
an illegitimate source of profit, giving to their Shares a fictitious 
value in the market of at least 40 per cent. 

There is not the slightest intention to disparage the resources 
of the London and Birmingham, or its management, and it has 
been only selected to illustrate the argument, because we have 
the authority of Mr. Glyn for the &ct. A glance at the list will 
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shew that^ with one splendid exception, every existing company is 
in the same predicament. 

That exception is the Grand Junction, whose chairman, at the 
General Meeting on the 1st of August last, made the proud boast, 
that, after having invested £535,000 in the shares of other com- 
panies, " they had a road of 104* miles, unencumbered with debts" 
It is, therefore, not so much the fault of any particular body of 
Directors, as a defect in legislation, which will shortly force itself 
on the notice of Parliament ; for, in all seasons of abundance, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer will find these Railway Companies 
fierce competitors with him for the employment of the surplus 
capital of the country, and, in times of scarcity and pressure, will 
force his Exchequer Bills clean out of the money market. 

The Great Western is in the very unenviable position of having 
borrowed more, in proportion to its paid-up capital, than any other 
first-class Company. It will be in the recollection of the public^ 
how great was the degree of pressure on the original subscribers in 
the carrying out of this great national work; and, considering the 
vicissitudes which belong to Railway property, and the extraordin- 
ary degree of competition that must and will arise between rival 
Companies, existing and projected, it is neither safe for the pro- 
prietors, nor just towards the public, that this state of things should 
any longer continue. To call up a larger amount of their capital 
is, therefore, imperative upon them, and unless this is done, the 
public will soon have their eyes open to the fact, that it is not from 
their traffic in goods and passengers, but, to use the words of Mr. 
Glyn, it is only from their money arrangements that they are 
enabled to pay their present dividend. 

The next in importance are the lines represented by Mr. George 
Hudson, than whom a more honourable and indefatigable man does 
not exist. His word is a guarantee for every thing that is good, 
and every one is ready to concede that — 

** The King's name is a tower of strength, 
Which they upon the adverse faction want." 

His career has been marked with extraordinary good luck ; but for 
much of this he is undoubtedly indebted to the favourable circum- 
stances of the times in which his operations have been conducted. 

The amalgamation of main trunk lines appears to be the principal 
feature of his management, and, so far as abolishing the expense 
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and inconvenience of having separate boards and distinct interests^ 
the policy is good ; but whether he has been seduced by the super- 
abundance and low value of money, to overstep the bounds of pru- 
dence, and to give rather too high a price for the several Railway 
Whistles he has purchased in his short, and at present successful, 
career, is a question which time alone can determine. 

The following is said to be a correct list of the most important of 
his operations, and certainly it is an extraordinary statement of the 
efforts of a single individual to accomplish one fixed and deter- 
minate object, the amalgamation of the main trunk lines in one 
common interest, for mutual protection and support. 

Mr. Hudson's first essay in Railway matters was in the York 
and North Midland, and he afterwards joined the Midland Counties. 
The following purchases and amalgamations have since been effected 
by him : — 

The North Midland Railway. 
Birmingham and Derby. 
Sheffield and Rotherham. 
Durham Junction. 
Newcastle and Darlington. 

Brandling Junction, requiring to be reconstructed. 
Newcastle and North Shields. 
Great North of England. 
Erewash Valley. 
Durham and Sunderland. 
Pontop and South Shields. 
Leicester and Swannington. 
Countess of Durham's. 
Hetton Coal Companies. 
Newcastle and Berwick. 
North Docks. 
To furnish one-fourth of the capital of the Sunderland Docks. 
To construct large Wet Docks on the Tyne. 
To lease the Bristol and Gloucester, and the Birmingham 
and Gloucester, at 6 per cent, on the full cost of 
£1,800,000 ; and though last not least, 
His Junction with the Eastern Counties, with a project for 
expending £4,500,000, in constructing a line from Lon- 
don to York. 
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I forbear to enter into any inquiry of the terms on which these 
extraordinary transactions have been conducted. Suffice it to say, 
that, in nearly every instance, before Mr. Hudson took them under 
his fostering care, the Shares which represented them were at a 
very considerable discoimt, and paid but a low rate of interest, and 
that, since that occurrence, they have risen to a high and flourishing 
premium, and, in fact, are some of the choicest articles in the Rail- 
way market. 

The last mentioned project, must, doubtless, be postponed for 
the present, for even if Mr. Hudson could overcome the scruples of 
the London and York to join him, and reconcile the Northern and 
Eastern to his proposal, we have too much Railway work on hand 
to admit of its being carried out for some years to come. He must, 
therefore, be content to bide his time, and wait the return of more 
auspicious seasons. He may repose on the laurels he has gathered, 
and if his numerous amalgamations can make their way through 
Parliament, stand the test of time, and justify the price he has paid 
for them, he will have deserved well of his coimtry, and every 
holder of Shares in his interest ought to exclaim with us, ^^ May 
his shadow never be less." 

In the Midland, the Manchester and Leeds, the Eastern Counties, 
and in fact in nearly all the other lines which it is not necessary to 
particularise, the same evil principle is found, and the first breath of 
adversity arising out of an alteration in the political or commercial 
position of this country, will scatter their dividends to the winds, 
unless the practice is reformed, and one more consonant to common 
sense and their own security, shall be adopted in theit future 
management. 

Such is the position of our established Railway Companies. Dur- 
ing the fifteen years since the Liverpool and Manchester line was 
opened, they have expended forty-eight millions of money, and con- 
tracted debts to the extent of twenty-two millions, and their deben- 
tures and loan notes may be considered as so much accommodation 
paper floating in the market, because it is more agreeable to borrow 
money at a low rate of interest, than to call on the Shareholders to 
discharge their obligations. 

Companies, like individuals, may continue the practice for a long 
time, when the currency is full; but a day of reckoning must come, 
and it will be their own fault if they are unprepared for the event. 
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Of the lines in course of construction, little need be said; 
their merits have been discussed and settled by the Committees of 
both Houses of Parliament, and many of them are most valuable 
adjuncts to existing lines, and have already amalgamated with them. 
To carry these out, however, will require a further investment of 
sixty millions of money, and swallow up the spare capital of the 
country for at least three or four years to come. 

We now come to a class of projected Railvtrays, great both in 
number and amount, and in which the good is mixed with the bad 
in about the same proportion that FaL^ff*s '^ ha'p'orth of bread 
bore to his intolerable deal of sack." This item requires the most 
serious consideration and instant action of the public, or a total 
loss of the immense sums swallowed up in the deposits already 
paid will be the result. 

And first, of the 218 who have paid a deposit of 5 per cent. It 
is quite clear that this class, even if successful in the House o£ 
Commons, cannot get through Parliament without depositing an 
additional 5 per cent, amounting to more than nine millions, to 
enable them to comply with the resolution of the Lords; and it is 
equally clear that to call for such a sum, in the present temper and 
circumstances of the money market, would be like '^ calling spirits 
from the vasty deep." The obvious course, then, would be, to call 
the subscribers together, and to take their decision on the propriety 
of either continuing or dissolving their establishments ; and, if the 
latter, after disbursing the expenses already incurred, to return the 
balance to the Shareholders. 

It is, however, much to be feared, that, unless the Shareholders 
should take the initiative into their own hands, no such meetings 
will be called by those who have the present custody of the funds, 
and that, until these are exhausted, no account will be rendered. 

Some entertain the project of fighting their way through the 
Commons, in the first instance, with the 5 per cent., and completing 
the deposit for the Lords, if successful, at a later stage of the pro- 
ceedings ; and many of these have actually given notice in the 
'* Gazette," and are depositing their plans with that object in 
view. 

But this is a very positive and dangerous delusion, and, in truth, 
means nothing more than that they mean to spend the deposits ; 
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for^ independent of the probability that the first act of the Com- 
mons, when re-assembled in the ensuing Parliament, wiU be to make 
their deposit accord with that of the Lords, there can be little doubt 
that some stringent measures will be taken by the Govemment to 
stop these proceedings in limine, and to effect a more efficient 
registration of every act done by a public company, in order to give 
greater protection to the public against the fraud and delusion of 
the present system. 

It is therefore recommended, that, in every instance where the 
deposit at present amounts to only 5 per cent., public meetings be 
called, and the decision of the majority be binding on the whole. 
If they deem it advisable to go forward with their project, let a 
Committee of Shareholders be appointed in each case to examine 
the Subscribers* agreement and Parliamentary contract, and to audit 
and report on the accounts ; and if these are found to be satisfac- 
tory, if the members of the Provisional Committees and Com- 
mittees of Management have all signed the same deeds and done 
their duty honestly and truly to the public, let a vote of confidence 
in them be not only freely given, but carried by acclamation. If, 
on the contrary, it should be deemed advisable to dissolve, let it 
be done instanter, and the balance returned to the Shareholders. 

As regards those Companies who have received their full deposits 
of 10 per cent., and are ready with their plans to go to Parliament, 
a meeting of their respective Shareholders ought to be at once 
called, to exercise their veto on the further prosecution or aban- 
donment of their schemes. There can be no doubt that when the 
Railway fever was at its height, many Direct, Competing, Con- 
necting, and Grand Transecting Companies obtained their deposits, 
which the public, in their present more sober condition, would con- 
sider an act of the most absolute folly either to embark in or to 
further prosecute. 

The public will readily discriminate between the good and the 
bad. All lines which may have been projected as continuations 
or branches of the present main trunk lines, and have received the 
support and interest of such lines, and all having a great local sup- 
port, ought to be upheld and prosecuted, if possible ; but nineteen - 
twentieths of the schemes that have been announced have as much 
right to the particular titles they have assumed, as, to use Mr. Holds- 
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worth's words^ a certain line to be laid down in the North has to 
be called a Direct Line from Dublin to Moscow ; and these, one 
and ally ought to be at once given up, and the money returned. 

As for all Lines which are not ready with their plans^ and^ 
consequently, not in a condition to go to Parliament this session, 
whether their deposit be 5 per cent, or 10 per cent., one only 
course is open to them — ^meet, dissolve, and return the money; for 
if this course is not pursued, the Shareholders may rest assured, 
that, before this time twelve months shall come round, every shilling 
of the funds will have been spent. 

There are two classes of Companies, however, which require the 
special consideration of the public : the first is composed of Com- 
panies who have amalgamated, or propose to amalgamate ; the second, 
those who have received only a small portion of their deposits. 

Amalgamations are of two kinds : those were competing lines 
agree to amalgamate, as in the case of Bastrick and Remington's 
Direct Manchester ; and in cases where the proposed line is a con- 
tinuation or branch of an existing one. 

There is more real danger to be apprehended from these amalga- 
mations, under present circumstances, than the promoters of them 
are generally aware of. The first impression is, that it will dispense 
with one of two capitals, but, except in the case of competing lines, 
this will not be the fact, the amalgamation being merely for mutual 
support, and to more effectually secure the spending of tte money ; 
and, in the case of competing lines, we have yet to learn of a single 
instance where the deposit has been returned to the Shareholders. 
But the great difficulty is this, — the Registration Act gives no 
power to any Committee of Management to exercise such powers ; 
and even if a general meeting of the subscribers were caUed, and 
they agreed, either by a majority or unanimously, to amalgamate, 
this would not bind any person who might be absent or dissented 
from the proposition. 

All such would have an undoubted right to hold fast to the ori- 
ginal bargain, and to claim their deposit back ; and, if not paid, to 
petition Parliament against entertaining the Bill. The fact is, that 
Committees of Management, in all these amalgamations, are exer-^ 
cising a power which an Act of Parliament only can confer ; and 
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for every departure from the original contract set forth in the pro^. 
spectus under which thej received the deposits^ they are personally 
and individually liable to any and every Shareholder that dissents. 

It perhaps may be said^ Chat these amalgamations are conditional 
on their obtaining an Act of Parliament ; but that does not meet 
the point of difficulty^ which is^ how are you to dispose of the 
claims of a person who, now the Shares are at a discount, dissents 
from amalgamation ? If the Shares had continued at a premium, 
the proceeding would never have been called in question ; but there 
can be no doubt that, in the present state of things, many will insist 
on the return of the money. 

The other class on which it is necessary to remark, are those who, at 
the first outbreak of the present panic, made their allotments, and 
had paid into their Bankers a small portion of the deposits on the 
whole number allotted— say £5,000, £10,000, or £20,000, where 
they required ten times the amount to carry out the objects of the 
Company. Every one to whom an allotment of Shares has been 
made ought to be ready and willing to pay his quota of the prelimi- 
hary expenses; but, to apply the monies so paid in by a few indivi- 
duals, to the payment of the expense incurred by the whole, would 
be an act of gross fraud. No individual to whom Shares have been 
allotted can be made liable for more than his share pro rata with 
the whole of the Subscribers ; and the members of every Committee 
of Managdhient who should so apply the monies paid in by these 
parties, would be liable to refund to each individual Shareholder, 
the balance out of his own pocket. 

Much has been said and written on the subject of Provisional 
Committees, and a palpable misunderstanding of the subject very 
generally prUails. Ly person who aUows hil nan.e to be inserted 
as a member of a Provisional Committee, is clearly liable under the 
new law as a promoter to the extent of one Share ; but, in nineteen 
cases out of twenty, members of Provisional Committees are in truth 
nothing more than a party of gentlemen, who certify to the public 
their approval of a certain scheme, but who, in reality, have no voice 
or influence whatever in the matter : this is wholly engrossed by the 
Committees of Management, who are the responsible parties for 
every act done in the concern. 

It is true, that some names have figured in twenty and thirty 
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different Compatiiesi but it is verj doubtful whether the public 
ever attached much| if any, importance to them. The only 
error that h€is been committed iS| that it has been the practice of 
allotting to such men SOO and 300 Shares eachj with liberty to 
take them up or not, as they thought proper ; and^ for the credit 
of all parties, this' point ought to be fully investigated, and, where 
default has been made, the names of the parties should be published 
for the inibrmation of the public. 

The responsibility resting then with the Committees of Manage- 
ment, and these, for the greater part, being respectable and honour- 
able men, there is no ground for believing that the funds entrusted 
to their charge are otherwise than generally secure, except from the 
chance of being expended in an attempt to carry out the scheme. 
In the present crisis, therefore, when doubt and mistrust prevail to 
such an extent, it is a duty which they owe, not less to themselves 
than to the public, to submit their accounts and their conduct rea~ 
dily to the consideration and decision of a General Meeting of their 
Shareholders in each instance, and wherever this test of their 
integrity is declined, the pubKc will not fail to draw conclusions 
very prejudicial to the character of the parties concerned. 

Such is the condition of the Railway Interest at the present mo- 
ment, and such the advice I tender to the Shareholders, to protect 
existing interests, and to relieve themselves from an incubus which 
threatens to derange trade and to throw the whole money transac- 
tions of the country into utter confusion. 

The root of all this mischief is, however, to be easily traced to a 
defective r^strati^n ; and the main object of the present publica- 
tion is, not only to advise the Shareholders how to get out of the 
scrape, but to enforce on the Government the necessity of applying 
an instant remedy to so tremendous an evil. 

In 1825 and in 1835, the madness of the multitude went almost to 
the same lengths, and produced the same results ; and Lord Eldon 
in the first instance, and the Government at a much later date, have 
endeavoured to restrain this feeling, by insisting on an increased de- 
posit, and establishing the present office for the Registration of 
Public Companies, which is most efficiently constituted; but its 
powers are not sufficiently extensive, and falls far short of the secu- 
rity required by the public in these matters. 

It is true that two or three persons of the class^ of footmen, can 
no longer establish a West Middlesex Assurance Office, and swindle 
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the public out of £250,000^ without our knowing both their names 
and their addresses; but persons with nothing but a " local habitation 
and a name/' and others^ on the strength of their apparent respect- 
ability^ can still manufacture an indefinite amount of Scrip in the 
first instance^ without the public having any knowledge of their 
transactions, and without being able to exercise any control over 
their conduct. 

If the times are favourable for an advance, nine-tenths of the 
amount announced in the Prospectus may be withheld, or twice as 
much may be poured into the market, if the public appetite is rapa- 
cious enough to swallow it. 

The same difficulty and the same temptation to fraud exists in 
the circulation of Foreign Bonds, and I believe it is a well founded 
suspicion, entertained by many persons, that a large amount of 
spurious bonds and certificates for Shares in the Foreign Loans and 
and Public Companies, have been thus foisted on the public. At 
all events, every opportunity is offered by the present system to 
commit fraud with impunity, for where no dividends are paid, no 
revision of the Stock or Shares can take place. 

It will be in the recollection of the public, that but a short time 
ago, a correspondence was carried on between the holders of Mexi- 
can Bonds and the agent of the Mexican Government, to ascertain 
the amount of Bonds in circulation, the result of which was any- 
thing but satisfactory, inasmuch as it appeared that the agent claimed 
a right to put into circulation £1,500,000 more Bonds than was 
stipulated for in the original contract. 

Independent of our own extensive variety of Scrip at the present 
time, which includes almost every colour, size^ and form, the 
inundation of the Scrip of Foreign Railways renders some addi- 
tional security on this head necessary. 

The next point on which the public require security is a quali- 
fication, not only of the Directors, but the electors. 

The Bank of England require the following: —

of the Company's Stock, which, at the present value> doubles the

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The qualification for a Director of the East India Company is 
£2000 of the Company's Stock, and Proprietors must hold Stock

So that here we have security for the good conduct of gen tlemen 
filling these high offices ; and, both as regards the elected and the 
elector, the good conservative principle of regulating their influence 
by their interest in the concern is fully carried out. It is the only 
one that will stand the test of experience, as the prosperity of these 
two great and important establishments abundantly confirms. 

The same general principle of qualification runs through all our 
leading Assurance Companies, Joint-Stock Banks, and most other 
public Companies; and the moment a Director disqualifies, by 
selling his stock, that instant he is stripped of all control, and 
vacates his seat in the direction. 

The difierence between Companies who have obtained their Acts 
of Parliament, and those who have not, appears to be this ; that 
the one must qualify in a sum that is a good and sufficient security 
to the public ; and the other, although he may, as in the case of 
some of the new Companies, have one, two, or three hundred thou- 
sand pounds deposited in his custody jointly with some others, 
need not be a holder of more than one share, which, at the present 
time, would be represented in the market by the highest deposit 
of £5 5s. 

Why this qualification is not as imperative in the one case as 
the other, we have yet to learn ; but, there can be no doubt, the 
experience of the present times will induce the public to call loudly 
for its enactment. 

Another crying evil is, that Committees of Management are 
generally self-constituted, and not even elected by the Provisional 
Committees — possessing power without responsibility, and in 
custody of the funds without giving any security. It is said to be 
a very general practice for such Committees, on the morning when 

c 
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their deposits are payable^ to pass a resolution^ and send it to the 
Bankers^ that any two or three of their number shall be at liberty 
to sign cheques and draw the money, if they think proper, placing 
the whole funds of the concern in the hands of as many friends or 
partners, who may use it at their will and pleasure. 

Considering, therefore, that our losses, in respect of these new 
Companies, have arisen from a spirit of speculation, encouraged 
and fostered by the very nature of such transactions, and resulting 
in the commission of fraud to an extent never before known, the 
Legislature should be invoked to protect the public from its further 
progress, by the adoption of the following remedy. 

To amend the Registration Act, and to extend its powers in the 
following particulars : — 

1. That all monies paid into any Public Company provisionally 
registered, shall, until complete registration, be deposited with 
the Commissioners of the National Debt, in the same manner as 
the funds of the Savings* Banks are now deposited. 

2. That no part of the funds so deposited shall be withdrawn 
from the Commissioners, except under the certificate of at least six 
members of the Committee of Management. 

3. That no person shall act as a Provisional Director, or as 
member of the Committee of Management, unless elected by a 
majority of the Provisional Committee specially summoned for that 
purpose, such majority to consist of six Members at the least. 

4. That within ten days after the time appointed for receiving 
the deposits, the Provisional Directors or Committee of Manage- 
ment shall be dissolved, and others re-elected in their place by the 
holders of the Scrip in such Company ; and that not one shilling 
of such deposits shall be touched until such re-election shall have 
taken place. That the number of votes of each holder of Scrip shall 
be regulated in like manner as those of the Bank of England and 
the East India House. 

5. That no person shall act as Provisional Director, or on such 
Committee of Management, until he has qualified by holding 
Shares in the Company to the amount of 1000/. at least. 

6. That all sales of Scrip shall be declared legal, and a transfer 
in all cases necessary. This would enable the public to ascertain 
when a Director disqualified, and also enable the Company to 



\ 
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exercise a discretion in the admission of proper persons to their 
proprietary. 

7. That all Scrip, Stock, or Shares in a Public Q)mpany be 
registered and stamped by the Registrar ; but that no such registry 
be permitted until a certificate that payment has been made of the 
sum they represented to the Commissioners of the National Debt. 
This would be a check against the fraudulent practice of either 
keeping back or sending out too great a quantity of shares, and the 
public would be able at any time to ascertain the exact amount in 
circulation. 

8. That the name of no individual shall be used in any pro- 
spectus or advertisement, without his written consent to act being 
first filed in the Registry Office, at the same time setting forth 
the actual number of shares held by him, or which he engages to 
take, in such Company. 

9. That a quarterly account of the state of the concern shall be 
delivered in on oath of the Committee of Management. 

10. That the dissolution of the Company shall take place when 
a certain portion of its capital was lost, or within a given time, 
say twelve months, if it did not obtain an Act of Parliament; or 
at any other time, if the majority at any General Meeting called by 
any six holders of Scrip duly advertised should so decide. 

Many other clauses might be introduced in the drawing of a 
general bill, and the end and object of all such regulations should 
be, not to interfere with the legitimate pursuit of the Company, but 
to ensure the correct management of its afiairs, the security of its 
funds, and the proper control of their own property by the Share- 
holders 

At present it is all mystification, every one having a direct in- 
terest in concealing the truth, and fraud, wide and extensive, 
infecting all classes, and corrupting the ordinary channels of com- 
mercial intercourse, is the natural fruit which such a system pro- 
duces. Like the golden casket of Portia, it is gilded in ils outward 
appearance, but within is nothing but ashes and corruption — 

** The seeming troth which cunning times put on, 
To entrap the wisest." 
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On a review of the whole subject, my advice to ShareJwlders is, not 
to part with their Shares under the influence of the present panic. 

Retain your confidence in existing Lines^for they are great works 
both of national utility and defence ; but restrict their profits to 
their legitimate pursuit^ and enforce upon them the necessity of 
reducing or discharging the debts they have incurred. 

Husband your resources to carry out the Lines which have re- 
ceiyed the sanction of Parliament; but remember, that it will require 
all your surplus capital for the next three or four years to complete 
them. 

Investigate the past conduct and present circumstances of each of 
the projected Railway Companies^ by calling Public Meetings and 
inviting the Committees of Management to meet you. In many of 
these, the parties are honourable men, holding high and important 
stations in society, and will^ doubtless, most gladly accept your in- 
vitation to give an account of their stewardship, and relieve them- 
selves of the odium at present attaching to Railway proceedings. 
In the few cases where an opposite spirit may be shewn^ you will 
find no difficulty in " stopping the supplies," which is a never- 
failing remedy for such a complaint. 

I have purposely abstained from touching on the amount of 
British Capital embarked in Foreign and Colonial Railways, be- 
cause we have no good or sufficient authority as to the extent of 
the investment made in them. That it is large, there can be no 
question ; and that it will cause much embarrassment in our mo- 
netary affairs is equally certain; but, inasmuch as these under- 
takings are not under our own control, we have no alternative but 
to fulfil the engagement or submit to the loss. It would, however, 
be desirable, that all Foreign Schemes negotiated in this country 
should be registered, and made subject to the same provisions as 
those which regulate our own Companies. 

7%^ rest must be left to the action of the Legislature, whose 
first duty on meeting in the ensuing Session will doubtless be, 
to correct the errors of the present system, and to place Public 
Companies on a footing that shall entitle them to the public con- 
fidence, and make them minister, not to a general delusion, but 
to the general welfare.
